and fifty million dollars profits. Xot that 
we disparage such organizations, when 
they bring thfir money and put it into 
the hands oi the bereaved widow, for ail 
this is praiseworthy and commendable, 
but this is not Odd Fellowship. 


There are three things which Odd Fel- 


lowship profess*^ to practice, and wliich 
crown it as an organization blipenor to all 
other? in the world. 


First, it visits the sick. It goes to the 


j oedside of the auffeilng anil ministers to 


them comfort and consolation, aud watch- 
es over them iu their tuflertng. 
It does 


this, not because it u under pledge or 
obligation to do so; it does it, not in a 
cold, perfunctory way; it does it with a 
heart full of sympathy aud devotion, and 
hereby illustrates the t'nst sentiment con- 
tained in the links of the mystic chain 
—Friendship. 


In the next place it buries the dead. 
It 


stands by the bedside until disease has 
done its worst, aud when death conies it 
closes the e}elids, folds the bu&y hands, 
and bears ths body away to its last icating 
place. It standa by the grave and sheds 
ita tear of love-, until the mortal imnams 
of the companion are hidden out of eight 
by the freshly upturned sod. 


In the third place, it returns to the 


darkened home after the 
funeral, anil 


inquires whether the widow is m need 
and whether the orphan children warn 
anything, and if necessity rtninires it, it 
ministers to thum so long aa the necessity 
continues. 


It is these three priuciplea which are the 


glory and crown nf Odd Fellowship, which 
are unique and uhich distinguish it from 
all other human associations.

THE LEGISLATURE. 


The bill to increase the salaries of the 


Judges of the courts of the several judicial 
districts m cotiutiea having a population 
of over 80,000 and less than 1,000,000, 
which was introduced by Senator Vaughan, 
has passed the .Senate and is now on the 
third reading postponed bills calendar of 
the Uonae. Should this bill paea it will 
taki> annually from the State Treasury $65,- 
000 in addition to the money now appro- 
pi lated foi the salaries of the Judges of the 
several countiea. In Older to lessen the 
opposition to the passage of this bill, those 
behind it, it ia eaid, conceived the idea of 
abolishing the office of Associate Judge, 
not learned in the law, which will take out 
of officti fifty Associate Judges who have 
been elected by the people. 


An examination of the books in tbe 


Auditor General's office shows that the en- 
tire expenses for salary and mileage for the 
fifty Associate Judges, not learned in the 
law, amounts to $28,750.15, while the sal- 
ary increase bill takes $65,000 additional 
from the State Treasury.

WHY YOUNG MEN LEAVE THE FARM 


THE PRIVILEGES ENJOYED BY THE FAR- 


MER AND HIS CHILDREN SURPASS 


THOSE OF THE CITY WAN. 


With experience, mostly in cities and 


large towns, and yet that has frequently 
brought, me in contact with the farms 
and farmers, I am of the opimon that 
the reason many young men leave the 
farm, is because their lack of experience 
has caused them to be easily deceived 
and to do tho unwise thing. In the year 
1844 two brothers-in-law left their home 
in the state of New York and settled in 
northern Illinois, one in what is now one 
of the most attractive manufacturing 
cities of the state, and the other upon 320 
acies of land three miles away in the 
country. 
They came to Illinois with 


about $1,500 each. The one used his 
money m buying two town lots and 
erecting a comfortable home. Tlieothei 
bought and paid for his land, put up a 
two-roomed house and bought a team, 
cow, and two pi^s. These men both 
lived to old age anil died where they set- 
tled in the year of their airival in Illinois. 
Both were industrious, fairly intelligent, 
moral and religions men. But the one 
who settled m town was the more intelli- 
gent and industrious of the two. lie 
was a skilled mechanic, and his tastes 
led him to enter one of the manufactur- 
ing shops oi the locality where he lived. 
He worked in that same shop for tifty 
years, scarcely ever taking .1 vacation of 
a week in all that time. He was called 
to bis work by a whistle every morning, 
going before daylight part ofsevery yeai. 
The whistle gare him the signal for an 
hour's time for dinner every noon, aud 
by the signal he was released from work 
every evening. If he was late :n his 
coming, or wished to go a few minutes 
earlier or be absent tor a day, his ma-iy 
years of faithfulness did not relte>o him 
ot the necessity of making an excuse, 01 
asking permission, and perhaps being 
subjected to a reproof, and reminded ot 
his subordinate position by being ex- 
hotted not to let it occui again. If the 
manufacturing company wished to close 
its shops toi a few days, weeks, or 
mouths, lie was compelled to take a vaca- 
tion, though he had no way of profitably 
improving his time. But if when the 
shops again started, he was not ready to 
begin woik, he lost he position aud might 
not have secured it again for many 
mouths or years. He was near a church, 
school, physician aud stores, all of which 
were advant »ges that he and his family 
appreciated. He was neat neighbors, a 
fact sometimes to be deplored, especially 
when the next house was a tenement 
house with frequent changes of occu- 
iunts. If his wife were iit for days or 
weeks, he must go to work at the same 
lour m the morning and work till just 
the same hour at night. During all these 
years he went and came without freedom 
in his movements but at the will of 
others, succeeded in support! ug his fam- 
ily comfortably, loaied faitly well a 
daughter aud also a son who brought him 
no joy m old age. 
At seventy-live years 


of age he 1 lid down aud died, havmg pre- 
\iously buried his wife, and left the two 
children the home m which they had been 
reared, worth but little more than it was 
woith when it was new, and not enough 
beside to pay his funeral expenses. His 
biother-in-law tluee miles away dieJ the 
same year. He had gone on with usual 
industry and capacity for fifty years. 
His land had become worth a hundred 
dollars an acre. He had erected a large 
and comfoi table home, had attractive 
barns and out-buildings, fine stock, 
lioises and carriages. For twenty yeais 
before death he had not done a day's 
woik, but had superintended the work of 
his farm and looked after Ins invest- 
ments. When he pleased he went to 
town or upon a trip to his early home and 
was gone for a day or week or month as 
he- cbose, without any one's permission 
or any apology. His children impioved 
theii privileges, fottned habits of applica- 
tion and industry, so that ihey all at- 
tained a better social position in hie than 
their city cousins have ever done or are 
likely to spsure. At their father's death 
a propeity worth a hundred tlioiibaad 
dollats was amicably shared by the chil- 
dren, whose pievuus lift- made them 
well able to caie toi and imptove that 
whreh they uilieiiiod. They had ahvajb 
bieathed the pure air ot tin- i;iceu fields 
and prairies, were strong, active, pu\d 
and Ifappj in life ami its blessings. 
The 


privileges enjojed by the farmer and lirs 
ehildien vastly surpassed those of the 
city man.—A wntei m the 2*mi, it Fur- 
int i.

(THE PRINCIPAL INSECT ENEMIES 


OF GROWING WHEAT. 


There are many insects which feed on 


and inj ure growing wheat, but the great- 
proportion of the losses to wheat fields 
chargeable to insects is duo to the at- 
tacks of less than halt a dozen species. 
The most destructive of these pests is 
the chinch bug. The great damage to 
farm crops by this inaect is clue to its 
prevalence more or less every year, the 
enormous multiplication in favorable 
seasons, and to the fact that it attacks 
all the cereals and most forage plants. 


The next in importance ;3 the Hessian 


fly. It is estimated that the damage to 
the wheat crop by tins pest 13 about 10 
per cent, of the product in the chief 
wheat-growing sections of this couutiy, 
which indicates an annual loss of 40,000, 
000 bushels and over. Next of impor- 
tance are the wheat midge and grain 
plant-lice. Insects o£ second-rate impor- 
tance are the wheat straw-worms, the 
wheat bulb-worm, army worms, cut- 
woims and various sawflies. 


With the view of limiting the losses 


from insect pests, and notably the Hes- 
sian fly, the ravages ot which in 1S99- 
1900 so reduced the normal yield of wheat 
as to seriously interfere with the winter 
milling interests, the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture has had prepared and will 
soon issue Farmers' Bulletin No. 132, en- 
titled "The Principal Insect Enemies o£ 
Growing Wheat " 


The bulletin was prepared by Mr. C. 


L. Marlatt, M. M., Fiist Assistant Ento- 
mologist, and is a condensed account of 
the principal insect depredators on grow- 
ing wheat, discussed chiefly from the 
standpoint of means of conUol. A briet 
presentation of the life histories of the 
several species is given, with special ref- 
erence to the bearing of remedial and 
preventive measures. 


The reasons given for the excessive 


damage by the various giaiu pests noted 
in this country are the system of growing 
the same grain crops over vast areas year 
after year, which funnshes the very best 
conditions for the multiplication of the 
insect enemies of such crops, and the 
long, hot summers which also piesent 
the most favorable conditions for the in- 
crease ot most insects. The two leasous 
are responsible for the much greater 
losses experienced in this countiy as com 
pared with Europe, where the summers 
are cool and short. 


The losses occasioned by these insects 


exhibit a wide range in different yeais, 
due as a lule to favorable or unfavoiable 
climatic condition, and also to the abun- 
dance from time to time of the paiaailic 
and other enemies, which is a natural se- 
quence of the multiplication oE the host 
insects. 


Preventives and remedies for the con- 


trol of each of these insects are given. 


The bulletin is for free distribution and 


can be obtained by application to Sena- 
tors and Representatives in Congress or 
to the Secretary of Agriculture. 


OF ANCIENT ORIGIN. 


Decorating the Graves ol Solders Was Practiced 


Ages Ago. 


The custom of placing flowers on the 


graves of soldiera ie of very great antiquity. 
One ancient writer mentions the lact that 
on the birthday of Alexander the Great 
certain Ureeka in Alexander were accus- 
tomed to visit his mausoleum aud place 
flowers on the threshold. The custom of 
an antiquity almost as great, and haa been 
practiced in all parts of Europe for many 
centuries. The practice being once estab- 
lished, a local application of it in particular 
caaea yas easy and natural. During the 
civil war in thie country the women of 
both north and south instituted a custom 
of going regularly on a certain day, gen- 
erally about the 1st of May, to the cem- 
eteries with bouquets for the graves of 
the soldiers who had been killed in battle. 
The intense devotion of the southern 
women to the lost cause led them to con- 
tinue this practice alter the war had been 
ended, and 
little by little it became 


universal in thia country. In 1896 Gen. 
John A. Logan, then corumader in chief 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
announced May 30 aa the day on which
